S.O. 2653.—The following Order made by the President on September 11, 1963, 
is published for general information:— 

ORDER 

In exercise of the powers conferred by clause (3) of article 77 of the Constitution, 
the President hereby makes, with effect from September 1, 1963, he following 
amendments in the Government of India (Allocation of Business; Rures, 1961, 
namely: — 

In the said Rules— 

(A) in the First Schedule, for entry 5, the following entry shall be substi¬ 

tuted, namely:— 

"5. Ministry of Finance 

(i) Department of Economic Affairs 

(ii) Department of Expenditure 
(ill) Department of Revenue 

(iv) Department of Co-ordination.”; 

(B) in the Second Schedule, under the heading 
“Ministry of Finance”, and sub-heading 

“A. Department of Economic Affairs", 

(a) (i) after entry 13, the following entry shall be inserted, namely:— 

‘T3A. Borrowing of Public Bodies such as Corporations, Municipalities, 
etc,”; 

(ii) after entry 23, the following entry shall be inserted, namely:— 

“23A. Taxation Enquiry Commission”; 

(ill) Section “Vl-Planning”, and entries 25 to 34 under that section shall 
be omitted: 
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(b) after the entries under the sub-heading “C. Department of Revenue’’, 
and before the heading Ministry of “Food and Agriculture’’, the 
following heading and entries shall be Inserted, namely:— 

“D. Department of Co-ordination 

1. Statutory grants to States provided for in the Constitution and ad 

hoc grants and loans to them for financing their development 
schemes and other approved purposes. 

2. Local Taxation. 

3. State Finance. 

4. Capital Budget. 

5. Co-ordination in regard to important economic Issues other than 

those handled by the Department of Economic Affairs. 

S. Planning and Development. 

7. Grants to the Indian Institute of Public Administration, 

8. Scrutiny of Central and State Legislation having financial and eco¬ 

nomic implications.’’.
